Bat,  of  dour«e, 
we,  as  practical  men  of  business,  have  to  do 
with  what  is.  not  with,  what,  under  other  cir¬ 
cumstances.  might  hare  been.  Anil  the  fact 
remains  that  they  have  aot  reeclred  the  same 
tralulng,  and  that  coQslJrrable  differemw  does 
exist. 

•'  For  instance.  I  dud  (hat  the  ladies  In  our 
offlee  are  more  liable  than  our  male  clerka  to 
do  their  work  by  t:»  and  atarts,  and  are  cer¬ 
tainly  not  as  capable  of  continued  unrelaxed 
mental  application  to  business.  This  may  par¬ 
tially  arise  from  physical  inequality,  or  it  U 
possible  that  we  have  In  our  employ  excep¬ 
tions  to  the  general  rule,  put  such  I  have  ce*- 
taiuly  fiiuml  to  b*  the  case.  Again,  the  former 
are  eertirinly  the  le*a  exact  of  the  two.  I  had 
really  some  copsiderabke  difficulty  in  impress¬ 
ing  upon  them  the  vital  Importance  of  every 
figure,  In  every  book,  being  proved  to  be  un¬ 
deniably  and  undoubtedly  correct.  I  certainly 
am  unable  to  And  that  the  atten’ion  to  detail, 
with  which  some  persona — generally  of  their 
own  sex  —  are  so  ready  U>  credit  them,  is  car¬ 
ried  to  any  great  exteut  into  busioos  lift. 

*•  On  tnc  other  band,  I  And  my  opluion  that 
they  are  more  nmeuable  to  direction  and  au¬ 
thority  coninned.
